In order that he may have the 
tnllest Information on which to base Ut 
recommendations, the president has ca- 
bled all the consuls In Cuba, directing 
thorn to cable at once the exact situation 
in their respective districts. A cabinet 
meeting was held today when the subject 
fas gone over. The only conclusion ar- 
rived at Is that the message will not be 
sent to congress Monday. Sunh a propo- 
sition as sending food to Americans in 
Cuba will meet with considerable oppssi- 
tlon. It is said to be Impracticable to 
test citizenship and to feed every starving 
man woman and child who applies for re- 
lief and to feed no others would be to re-

On 
the sides,each of these fountains is guard- 
ed by typical^American animals, eight In 
all. At the*front and back of the pedestal 
are two-allegorical groups, the former 
repreaerijtog America seated, holding in 
one hand a oornnooplu; In the other a 
trident, and bavlng at her feet chains 
just cast'off.'' Sbe Is In the act of reoelv 
ing from her .victorious sons the trophies 
of their conquest. Below this group Is 
an eagle supporting tbe arms of the 
United States. 


The group In the back represents Am- 


erica arousing her sons to a sense of their 
slavery. Belo.w are the arms of Pennsyl 
vania. On th,e Sides of the pedestal are 
two baa relief9,orj9 representing tbe march 
of the American army, the other a west 
era-bound emigrant ttain. On one side 
tbe pedestal bears the Inscription: "Sic 
Semper Tyrannls," and "Per Asper.i ad 
Astr*," on tbe other "Westward the Star 
of Empire Takes its Way."

On tbe Fourth of July, 1811, more than 


85 years ago, the Society of the Cincin- 
nati, which still bad among its members 
officers who bad fought in the .Revolution, 
met lu Independence Hall and ac opted a 
resolution to erect a monument to tbe 
memory of George Washington. Tbe 
society bad not then acquired ita peculiar 
distinction at an organlation of patriots 
of oputawe and leisure, dedicated to tbe 
wonbip af ttftir ancestry. Tbey were 
not unlike tbe legions wbicb have grown

as near to tbera ac Grant Is to tbe vet- 
erans' organisation* of tbe prennt day. 
A word about its formation by tbe band 
of warrJors who led our hosts to victory 


tbe Cincinnati." 


Tbe Society of the Cincinnati forms an 


Interesting link connecting our times 
with the revolution. Later wars have 
produced other societies which are com- 
posed of actual participants in tbe events 
which they commemorate, whereas tbe 
Cincinnati, conceived by Washington's 
fellows In the field, now includes only 
their descendants. It was founded on 
May 13, 1783, at a masfihg of the omoere 
of the Continental army,at tbe Verplanok 
residence OB the east shore of tbe Hudson 
river, about a mile above Flsbkill, N. Y. 
Each regiment and-staff corps sent Its 
representative, and Inspector 
General 


Steuben presided. The constitution, or 
rather Institution, as the phrase still con- 
tinues, recounts tbe happy close of the 
war for Independence "after a bloody con 
filot of eight years,''and then recites as 
the purpose of the society: "To perpetuate, 
as well tbe remembrance of this vast 
event 38 tbe neutral friendships which 
have been formed under the pressure ot 
common danger and ID many Instances 
cemented by tbe blood of tbe parties, the 
officers of the American army do heieby, 
In tbe most solemn manner, associate, 
constitute and combine themselves into 
one society of friends, to endure as long 
as they shall endure or any of their eldest 
male posterity,| and in failure thereof 
tbe collateral branches who may be 
judged worthy of becoming its Bqporters 
and members.

GI1EAT many men 
have gone down in

'bad men1 in the 
early days on the 
Pacific slope," said 
Maj.

(Patterson, from Mississippi—Ferdin- 
and Patterson—Who figured in San 
Francisco and Nevada and afterward 
|in Oregon. He was what is known m 
Kbf far west as a white-eyed man—that 
|r, his eyes were of a {fray tint, so pate 
HE to seem •almost white. He -nos a 
(powerfully built man, handy wift 
Weapons, and he came as near being 
(perfectly fearless as a man can be. I 
Remember him <at his trial for the kill- 
Sng of Copt. Staples at Portland, Ore. 
•The captain had headed a crowd to 
bynch Patterson for his secession Benti- 
Rjents. Feeling ran high against Pat- 
«rson, it being in the time of '.he civil 
[war, and the sentiment in Oregon being 
tor the union. When he was acquitted, 
la* he was,efter»n exciting trial, on the 
Igronnd of self-defense, it was believed 
ithat he would never leave the court 
broom alive, but he passed through the 
[hostile crowd without the sign ef fear, 
with such a presence, that no opg 
Iroolpsted him. I car compare his look 
only with that of o I on. HiSBhooting 
of Pinkham, the mining rcoi, wrfs an- 
other famous killing. It began by Bis 
linsultmR- Pinkham for his northern 
Bentiments. Pinkham pulled his pistol 
i»nd fired. Patteson stooped, dodging 
the flash, as the'aaying is, and then sen-t 
in the mortal shot.

(pistol.

icried. 


"Patereon let him trp. 'Run for a 


taoctor.' he commanded. 'If I die, I'll 
hannt you.' 


"The story that I particularly wanted 


to tell when I began to talk about Pat- 
terson shows his character in its best 
ilight. It. was in Montana and there bad 
been ft mining town started in the re- 
gion then known as the Bill McGowan 
country. 
People w ere flocking1 there 


and the roads were strung with allsorts 
o! outfits hustling along to be first on 
the ground. I was on my way there to 
start a faro bank artJ had stopped for 
dinner at a roadside place where a man 
hod » sort of hotel. Among the dozen 
or more wagOn outfits drawn up before 
the corral was a rickety, canvas-topped 
concern, belonging to an old man who 
•was coming out with his family to be- 
gin life anew in a new country. There 
v.ere the old woman and half a dozen 
girls, but only one son. a weak-looking 
etripling perhaps 18 jeais old, who 
didn't count in what took place. It 
was a pretty poor looking outfit, but 
they had o pair of good horses, which

But I talked with 
the family * Itttte toeheer them up, and 
hsd just tended the old woman » five- 
dollar gold piece, when Fred Patter- 
eon came riding up. hairing stopped to 
•water his horse at the well. He nod- 
ded to me, ond was swing to ride on, but 
I ^topped him, and told him what had 
tiat>pened to the emigrants.

l>nT three men like those, but you arc. 
Cci't you do something to make fhem 
give the cMmon his horses backagain" 


He listened to afl I had to «ay syith- 


out a word or a change in his face. 
When I hod got Hhrough speaking he, 
gathered up his bridle rein and startejl 
on. 'He won't interfere,' I said to sny- 
gelf. 'It's all up with the old man'* 
horses.' But in a minute more he turned 
off the trail, dismounted, threw hie 
bridle rein over a part of the corral, and 
walked back to where we were as de- 
liberate and calm as o man could be. 
" 'Are those the men, and are those 


horses yours?' he asked the old man, 
looking over to where the three men 
were. 
" 'They be—before God,' said the old 


man. 


"With the same coolness and deliber- 


ation as before Patterson walked over 
to where the men were. Two of them 
were just going to lead the horses to the 
wagon to hitch them up; the third one 
nas fixing some packages under the 
seat. All of them were tough-looking 
customers, well-heeled with firearms.

TRYING TO SAVE CURRANT'S LIFt 


Arguments for Executive Clemency—Ros- 


enberg'* Alleged Confession. 


Sacramento, Cal., May 16.—If external 


appearances go for anything, Governor 
Budd was not favorably impressed by the 
arguments advanced by Durrant's attor- 
neys In their plea for executive clemency 
in behalf of the condemned -murderer of 
Blanche Lament. His counsel reviewed 
at length the testimony giwm by all the 
prosecuting witnesses 
at the trial, en 


deavoring to discredit the evidence, and 
to show that Durrnnt bad been convicted 
on insufficient evidence. It was urged 
that Durrant's trial had not bean fair; 
that public sentiment had been aroused 
against him, and that the newspapers 
had so prejudiced Duriant's case that had 
any juror voted not guilty he would have 
been mobbed. The prisoner's counsel de- 
clared that had Durrant been tried first 
for the murder of Minnie Williams, the 
real murd?rer would have been discovered. 
Absolutely no credence was apparently 
placed by any one, unless by the prison- 
er's attorneys, upon the alleged confession 
ot Convict John Rosenberg, of San Quen- 
tin prison, who declared be had murdered 
Blanche Lamont for 8700 at the Instiga- 
tion of a stranger. The .governor Investi- 
gated the statements contained in Rosen- 
berg's affidavits, and Chief of Police Lees 
of San Francisco, also sent the governor 
the result of his inquiry, 


Rosenberg oatne from Hamburg to San 


Francisco on the British steamer Hospl- 
der, arriving In San Francisco on Novem- 
ber 6, 1895, six months after tbe Emanuel 
church murders occurred. An investiga- 
tion will probably be made to ascertain 
if possiblewhat led to Bosenbarg'salleged 
confession. He was committed to San 
Quentin on April 17, 1897, ten days after 
Durrant arrived there.

Scientific 
Observations 
In 
Deep 


American Wells. 


The question as to the conditions 


which exist in the interior of the earth 
aas always attracted much attention. 
The most important factor in the solu- 
tion of this riddle is the determina- 
tion or estimation of the temperatures 
there existing. The British association 
has for years seized every opportunity SAMUEL M'BKIDE 
to obtain data as to the rate at which 
the temperature increases as the earth's 
crust is penetrated. Some of the most 
recent and reliable contributions on 
this subject are by Mr. E. Bunker, of 
Ualle, Germany, and were obtained 
from a 4,170-foot well at Sperenberg, 
not far from Berlin, and a 5,740-foot 
well at Schladabach, near Leipzig. 


Early in 1891 a number of .the most . 


enterprizinjr citizens of Wheeling, W. 
TJ< 


Va., under the name of the Wheeling 
Development company, finished a well 
near Wheeling, on Hogg's Run, on the 
farm of Squire Keltz. This was 4,500 
feet deep, 4% inches in diameter, and 
dry; cased only to 1,570 feet. 
The 


strata there are nearly in situ, undis- 
torted, and dipping only 50 feet to the 
mile. 
More satisfactory geographical 


conditions can scarcely be imagined. 


The well being dry, ordinary United 


States signal service minimum ther- 
mometers were uted, and special tests 
showed that no precautions needed to 
be token to prevent circulation of air. 
The thermometers were lowered and 
raised, and depths measured by a steel 
•wire. 


These observations when plotted 


ehow a slow increase of temperature 
for the upper half of the incased por- 
tion, about one degree Fahr. for 80 to 90 
feet, whereas, the lower part shows a 
more rapid increase, about one degree 
for 60 feet; the whole series giving a 
well defined and regular curve, with a 
slight deflection at 2,900 to 3,000 feet 
where oil sand occurs. Practically all 
1h« rest of the incased well is in shale. 
The increase in the rate at which tha 
temperature rises as the bottom is ap- 
proached can only be temporary, or 
we should have an inconceivable or im- 
probable state of temperature at com- 
paratively slight depths.

Calls a Special Cabinet Meeting 


This Morning to Discuss the 


Cuban Situation.

SYasblngton, May 17.—It Is probable 


tho President will send a message to con- 
gress today or tomorrow urging an appro- 
priation for the relief of destitute Ameri- 
cans in Cuba. A special meeting of the 
cabinet vras summoned this morning to 
consider the latter. The outlines of the 
message were discussed and work on the 
message was begun. At the conclusion 
of the special cabinet meeting this morn- 
Ing one of tbe members announced that 
tho President would send a Cuban relief 
message to congress today. 


The XMUCC Sent In. 


The Pieeident sent the following mes 


safK to Congress today: 


"To the Senate and House of Represen- 


tatives of the United States of America: 


Official Information from our consuls 


in Cuba establishes the fact that a large 
number of American citizens in the Is- 
land are in a state of destitution and are 
suffering for food and medicines. Tbis 
applies particularly to the rural districts 
of the central eastern part. The agricul- 
tural classes were forced from their farms 
into the nearest towns, where they are 
without work or money 
Tbe local au- 


thorities of the towns, however kindly 
disposed, are unable to relieve tbe needs 
of their own people and are altogether 
powerless to help our citizens. Tbe latest 
report of Consul General Lee estimates 
that six to eight hundred Americans are 
without means of support. I assured him 
that provision would be made at once to 
relieve them. To that end I recommend 
thiit congress make an appropriation of 
not less than 150,000 to be immedlitely 
aviilable (or use under tbe direction of 
the Secretary of State. It Is desirable 
that part of the sum which may be appro 
printed by Congress, should, at tbe discre- 
tion of the secretary of state also be used 
fur the transportation of American citi- 
zens, who, desiring 
to retutn to tbe
